JK YHEREAS His MAJESTY hath been graciouſly pleaſed, by. His Royal Letter, bearing Date 

bs the ſixteenth day of Oftober laſt paſt, -to ſignifie Thar 'He 'hath received :undoubted Advice that 

a great and ſudden Invaſion irom Holand, with.an armed Force of Forreigners and Stranpers, will 

ſpeedily be made 1n-an-hoſtile manner upon 'His'Majeſty's Kingdom of ENGLAND; and that 

altho'.ſome falſe pretences .relating to Liberty, Property, and Religion, (:contiived or worded with Art and Subtilty ) 
may be given out, .( as ſhall be thought uſeful upon ſuch an Attempt; ) Itis manifeſt however, (-confidering 
_ the great Preparations that are making ) That no leſs matter -by this /:vaſion is propoſed and purpoſed, than an 
abſolute Conquelt of His Majeſty's Kingdoms, and the utter Subduing and Subjefting His Majeſty and all His 
People to a Forreign Power, which .is promoted ( as *His Majeſty underſtands ) altho' it mays ſeem almoſt incre- 
dible ) by ſome of His Majeſty's Subjefts, being perſons of wicked-and reſtleſs Spirits, implacableMalice, and deſpes 
Tate Deſigns, -who having no ſence of former inteltine:Diſtraſtions, ( the Memory and Miſery whereof ſhouldiendear an& 


Put a Value upon .that Peace .and Happineſs which hattf long been enjoyed ) nor being moved by Hes Majeſty's 
Teiterated Afts of Grace and Mercy , ( wherein 'His Majeſty hath ſtudied and delighted to abound towards all Hig 
Subjeds, and even towards thoſe who were once His Majeſty's avowed and open Ercmies ) do again endeavour to 
embroil -His Majeſty's Kingdom in Blood and Ruin, to -gratifie their own Ambition and Malice , Propoling to 
themſelves a -Prey and Booty in ſuch a, publick Confuſion : 

And that although His Majeſty -had Notice that .a forreign Force was preparing againſt Him, yet His Majeſty 
hath .alwaies -declined .any forreign Succour, but rather hath -choſen ( next under GOD) to rely upon the true 
and ancient Courage, 'Faith and Allegiance -of His own People, with whom His Majeſty bath often ventured His 
Life for the Honour of His Nation, and in whoſe Defence againſt all Enemies His Majeſty is firmly reſol- 
ved to live and dye.z .and therefore -does ſolemnly Conjure His Subjets to lay aſide all manner -of Animoſities go 
Jealouſies, & Prejudices., and heartily &-chearfully to Unite together in the Defence of His MAFESTT and 
their native Countrey, which thing alone, will ( under GOD ) defeat and fruſtrate the principal Hope and De- 
ſign of His Majeſty's Enemies, who expe&t to find His Peaple divided; and by publiſhing ( perhaps) ſome plau- 
lible Reaſons of their Coming, -as the ſpectous ( tho' falſe ) Pretences of Maintaining the Proteſtant Religion, or 
Aſſerting the Liberties and Properties of His Majeſty's. People , do hope thereby to-conquer that great and re- 
nowned Kingdom. | 

That albeit the Defign hath been carried on with all imaginable Secreſie & Endeavours to ſurpriſe and deceive 
His MAJESTT, HE bath not been waniing on His part to make ſuch proviſion as did become Him, and, 
by GOD's great Bleſſing, His Majeſty makes no doubt of being found in fo good a Poſture that His Enemies may 
have cauſe to repent {uch their raſh and «»7/ Attempt. ALI, W HICH, it is His Majeſty's pleaſure, ſhould 
be made known in the (moſt publick nisnrer to His loving Subjcats within this His Territory and Dominion of 
NEW-ENGLAMND, that they may be the better rreparcd to reſiſt any Attempts that may be made by 
His Majeſttes Enemies in theſe parts, and ſecured in their trade and Commerce with His Majeſty's Kingdom of England, 


; Mp therefore, in purſuance of Bis MAJEST T's Commands, by theſe Prefents make krown and Publiſh 
1 the ſame accordingly : And hereby Charge and Command all Officers Civil & Military, and all other His 
Majeſty's loving Subjets within this His Territory and Dominion aforeſaid, to be /1g:lanut and Careful in 
their reſpeftive places and ſtations, and that, upon the Approach of any Fleet or Forreign Force, they be in 
Readineſs, and uſe their utmoſt Endeavour to hinder any Landing or Invakon that may be intended to be made 
Within the ſame. | ;
